ORDER 
As per the rules laid down in the G.O.read above, panchayats have to 
pay to the Public Works Department Rs. 3 ) per set per annum towards 
maintenance charges of community listening sets installed under the subsidy 
scheme of the Government of India . This system compels the panchayats 
to pay maintenance charges for all the sets in their possession irrespective of 
the fact whether repairs were necessitated for a particular set or not during 
an year . As this system is reported to be causing hardships to panchayats, 
many of the panchayats requested for a revision of the existing rules. 

2. The State-Level Committee for Community Listening and Radio 
Rural Forums at its meeting held on 16-8 1967 considered this question and 
recommended to amend the rules regarding the collection ofmaintenance 
charges to the effect that cach community lis ening set may be registered 
with the Radio Wing of the Public Works Department by icmitting a sum 
of Rs. 5 per year, the actual cost of components replaced at the time of 
repairs being realised from the concerned panchayat. The recommenda 
tion of the committee was placed before the conference of the following 
officers held on 22-1-1968. 

( 1 ) Secretary, Home and Public 
(2) Deputy Development Commissioner (representing Development 

Commissioner) 
(3) Executive Engineer, Electrical (representing Chief Engineer, 

General and Buildings and Roads) 
(4 ) Director of Panchayats and 

( 5 ) Director of Public Relations .

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The conference has endorsed the views of the Committee for Commu 
nity Listening and Radio Rural Forums and recommended to Government 
for revision of the rules.. 

3. Government, after careful consideration of the question in all its 
aspects, accept the above recommendations and are pleased to amend rule 8 
in appendix I of the G. O. cited as follows : 
8 (a ) Each set governed by these rules shall be registered with the 

Radio Wing of the Public Works Department by remitting Rs. 5 

per year . 
(b) The registration fee shall be remitted in the treasury under 

“ XXXVII Public Works - Misc (i ) Other items" . and the 
chalan forwarded to the Radio Sub Division before the 30th of 

April every year. 
(c ) Actual cost of components replaced at the time of repairs shall be 

realised from the concerned panchayat.

P. V. Reghunathan , the 
General Manager of the Firm and the Workmen by Sri. K. Chellappan the 
General Secretary , Kollam Jilla Kasuandi Thozhilali Union ,Kilikolloor , 
Quilon respectively. 

It was agreed between the parties to refer the industrial dispute to the 
arbitration of the State Arbitration Board constituted by the Government of 
Kerala . Accordingly in pursuance of sub -section ( 3) of section 10A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act 14/1947 ) the arbitration agree 
ment was published in the Government Gazette dated 12-9-67.. 

After the Arbitration Board was seized of the matter , the same was 
posted for statements of parties in the first instance. The union filed their 
statement on 10th October 1967 mainly contending that the Management 
was not justified in terminating the services of the workers without notice or 
charge sheet either by any standing orders applicable to workmen or by any 
statute or practice in force in the field and consequently they may be ordered 
to be reinstated with back wages. 

The Management filed their written statement on 1-1 1-67 stating that the 
workmen involved in the dispute were all temporary workmen and their 
services were discontinued because they were unfit for work that the 
management was justified in doing so and no interference is called for by 
the Arbitration Board . 

The specific matters in dispute referred for arbitration are the following : 

( 1) Whether the termination of service of the following workers effected 
by the management of M /s. M. P. Bhaskaran and Sons, Kadakkal, is 
justified or not ? 

(a ) Sevini, Card No. 319 . 
(b ) Lekshmi Ammal, Card No. 371. 
(c ) Gomathi Amma, Card No. 331. 

(d ) Savithri, Card No. 150 . 
(2) To what relief are they entitled to ; 

( 1 if the termination is justifiable , 

(2 ) if the termination is not justifiable. 
Since the parties were not amenable for any compromise at the initial 
stages of the trialthe matter was posted for evidence. Sri. N. Raman Pillai, 
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Advocate, Quilon appeared for the union and Sri N. Krishnankutty, 
Advocate , Trivandrum appeared for the management. 

For the union , two of the workers,Gomathi Amma and Sevini, and the 
union Genaral Secretary Sri K. Chellappan were examined as WW1 to WW3 
respectively and Ext. W1 attendance Card of Gomathy was proved . Then 
the matter was posted for the evidence of the Management. On 22-2.68, the 
parties submitted that there was a talk of compromise and they may be 
given some time. Accordingly the matter was posted for compromise or 
disposal to 12-3-1968 and on that day the parties appeared and filed a 
compromise signed by both sides, the terms ofwhich are quoted below . 

" (1 ) The Management agree to reinstate the employees Smt. Sevini 
and Gomathi Amma forthwith . 

( 2 ) The Union also agrees for the same and the other contentions in 
the dispute are not pressed by the Union . 

(3), The Joint petition may be accepted and necessary award passed 
accordingly ." 

In the circumstance we have only to accept the compromise and pass the 
zward accordingly. Wetherefore accept the compromise and pass the 
award accordingly . This award will come into effect on the date of publi 
cation of the award in the official Gazette.

Whereas the employees of M /s. Devshi Bhanji Khona, Cochin -2 together 
with its branch at Kilikollur, Quilon , are in enjoyment of benefit in the 
nature of Provident Fund and the Government are of opinion that the 
benefits of Provident Fund enjoyed by the said employees are not less favour 
able than the benefits provided for under the Employees Provident Funds 
Act 1952 (Central Act 19 of 1952) and the Employees Provident Fund 
Scheme, 1952. 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a ) of sub 
section (1) of section 17 of the said Act the Government of Kerala hereby 
exempt M /s. Devshi Bhanji Khona, Cochin - 2 together with its branch at 
Kilikolloor, Quilon , from the operation of the provisions of the Employees 
Provident Fund Scheme, 1952 . 

The exemption hereby conſerred shall, in addition to the conditions 
mentioned in sub -section (3) of section 17 of the said Act, be subject to the 
conditions specified in the Schedule hereto annexed . 

SCHEDULE 
1. Within three months from the date of publication of this notification , 
the rules of the Provident Fund Management in respect of the establishment 
shall be amended to provide for the following and a Board constituted 
accordingly : 

( a ) The fund shall vest in a Board of Trustees under a valid instrument 
adequately safeguarding the interests of the employees and such instrument 
shall be duly registered under section 5 of the Indian Trusts Act, 1882 : 

(b ) The Board of Trustees shall consist of an equal number of 
representatives of the employees and the employer and all questions coming 
before the Board shall be decided by the majority of votes : 

(c) the Board shall be costituted in the following manner that is to 
say : 
(i) Number ofmembers- (1) The number of Trustees in a Board shall 

be so fixed as to afford , as far as possible, representation to 

workers in various branches / departments of the establishment ; 
Provided that the numbers of trustees in the Board shall not be 

less than six and more than twelve , 
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(2 ) In the case of a common Provident Fund for a group of two or 

more establishments under the same employer one Board may 
be constituted for all such establishments provided that the 
employees of each establishment shall be entitled to elect a 

trustee in the board . 
( ii ) Employer s representatives :—The employer shall nominate his 
representatives from amongst the officers employed in managerial or admini 
strative capacity in the establishment; 

(iii) Election of employees representatives : The representatives of the 
employees shall be elected by the members of the Fund in an election to be 
held for the purposes on any working day ; provided that wherever there is a 
union recognised under the code of discipline, such Union shall nominate 
the employees representatives: 

Provided further that wherever there is no such recognised Union , the 
representative Union , if any, existing under any law regulating the recog 
nition of workers Union , shall nominate the employees representatives : 

Provided also that wherever there is neither a recognised union nor a 
representative Union of workers, any union existing in the establishment 
and qualified for recognition by the employer, shall nominate the employees 
representatives. Where there is more than one such Union , the procedure 
laid down in the Industrial Disputes (Cent al) Rules, 1957, for the election 
of the workers representatives on the works Committee shall be followed 
with such modifications as may be considered necessary by the Regional / 
State Provident Fund Commissioner . 

( iv ) Qualifications of candidates for election:-(1) Any member of the 
Fund who is not less than 21 years of age may , if nominated as herein before 
provided , be a candidate for election as an employces representative, (2 ) 
An out going trustee shall be eligible for re - election or re -nomination as the 
case may be. 

(v) Disqualifications of a trustee :-A person shall be disqualified for 
being a trustee of the Board ; 

(a ) if he is declared to be of unsound mind by a competent court;: 


or 


(b ) if he is an undischarged insolvent; or 
(c) if he has been convicted of an Offence involving moral 

turpitude. 
(vi ) (1) The term of office of the Trustees shall be five years and they 

shall be eligible for re-nomination or rc -election for any further 

term ; 
(2 ) The company may remove any Trustee nominated by it at any 

timewithout assigning any reason and may nominate another 
per on in the vacancy caused . The new Trustce shall hold 
office for the remaining unexpired period of the term ;

(4 ) No trustee shall be responsible or chargeable save and except 

for moneys actually received by him notwithstanding the face 
that he has signed any receipt for the sake of conformity or 
otherwise, nor shall he be responsible or chargeable for the 
acts, defaults or negligence ofhis Co - Trustees or any of them 
for any loss unless the same is brought about by his own wilfel

(5 ) Every Trustee shall be ir demnified by the company against all 

proceedings, suits , claims, costs, damages and expenses 
occasioned by any claim in connection with the fund not aris 

ing from his own negligence, or fraud, 
(vii) Chairman of the Board : -- The employer shall nominate one ofhis 
representatives in the Board to be the Chairman thereof. In the event of an 
cquality of votes, the Chairinan shall exercise a costing vote. 

(viii) Filling of casualvacancies: - In the event of a Trustec elected or . 
nominated , ceasing to be a trustee during the tenure of the board by reason 
of death , nation , disqualification or for any other reasons, a successor shall be 
elected or nominated , as the case may be , in the manner herein Lelore 
provided for election or nomination . 

( ix ) Reference to Regional Provident Fund Commissioner: -If any dispute 
or doubt arises in respect of constitution of the Board of Trustees, the matter 
shall be referred to the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner in whose 
region the Head Office of the establishment is situated and his decision in 
the matter shall be final and binding. 

2. (a ) The Employer shall maintain accounts of the Fund in such 
manner and submit such returns to the Regional Commissioner as the 
Central Provident Fund Commissioner (hereinafter referred to as the Central 
Commissioner ) may from time to time, direct. 

(b ) The employer shall furnish to the Regional Commissioner such 
accounts relating to the Fund as the Central Commissioner may prescribe 
from time to time. He shall also furnish an annual statement of account of 
Pass Book in such form as may be approved by the Regional Commissioner, 
to cach subscriber who, but for the exemption granted under this notifica 
tion , would bave been a member of the Provident Fund established under 
the Employces Provident Funds Scheme, 1952 . 


(c) The employer shall transfer the monthly contributions to the Board 
of Trustees within fifteen days of the close of the month , failing which he 
shall pay interest to the Board at the following rates:

(d ) The exoployer shall invest all accumulations in the Fund accruing 
after the date of exemption granted under this notification in securities of the 
Central/State Government. The re- investment or conversion of securities on 
mnaturity shall also be in securities of the Central Government. The 
employer shall formulate a procedure for prompt investment of the fund 
moneys and shall have it approved by the Regional Commissioner . 

3. The employer shall afford such facilities for inspection of the accounts 
ofthe Fund as the Central Commissioner may, from time to time, specify . 

4. All expenses involved in the administration of the Fund including the 
maintenance of accounts, submission ofaccounts and returns, transfer of 
accumulations and payment of inspection charges shall be borne by the 
employer . 

5. The employer shall display on the notice board of the establishment 
in English a copy of the rules of the Fund as and when amended and a 
translation of the salient points thereof in the language of the majority of 
the employees. 

6. The employer shall within 3 months of the date of publication of this 
notification transfer to the Board the accumulations standing to the credit of 
the employees who , but for the exemption granted would have been 
members of the statutory fund. 

7. When the fund is wound up or exemption of the establishment is 
cancelled , accumulations standing to the credit of the employees who , but for 
the exemption would have been members of the statutory Fund shall be 
transferred to that Fund as soon as possible and, in any case , not later than 
30 days in the case of securities and not later than 10 days in the case of 
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cash in hand or bank after the date of cancellation of the exemption together 
with a statement or statements as may be required by the Regional Com 
missioner 

8. The employer shall accept the past provideat fund accumulations of an 
employee who is already a member of the statutory Fund or a provident 
fund of an exempted establishment and who subsequently obtains employ 
ment in his establishment. Such an employee shall immediately be admit 
ted as a member of the Fund and his accumulations shall be transferred to 
the Fund within 3 months of his joining the establishment, and shall be 
credited to his account. 

9. The rules of the Fund shall provide for nomination in accordance with 
the provisions contained in paragraph 61 of the Employees Provident Fund 
Scheme, 1952 . 

10. The amount of contributions shall be calculated to the nearest 
quarter of rupee , that is, 12.5 paise or more shall be counted as the next 
higher quarter of a rupee and fractions of a rupee less than 12-5 paise shall 
be ignored . The amounts of Inspection charges and darages shall be 
rounded upto the nearest 5 paise , that is 2.5 paise or more shall be counted 
as 5 paise and any amount less than 2.5 paise shall be ignored . 

11. On all repayable loans granted by the establishment interest shall be 
charged at the rate of 44 percent or 1 percent above the rate allowed on the 
balance to the credit of the members, whichever is higher . 

12. The employer shall pay to the Regional Commissioner inspection 
charges payable to him , failing which damages shall be paid at such rate not 
exceeding twenty -five percent of the amount due as may be fixed by the 
State Government from time to time. 

13. The establishment shall enhance the rate of provident fund contri 
butions proportionately if the statutory rate of such class of establishments 
is enhanced under the first proviso to section 6 of the Employees Provident 
Funds Act, 1952 so that the benefits under the Scheme of the Establishment 
may not become less_favourable than the benefits under the statutory 
Employees Provident Fund. 

14. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Provident Fund Rules of 
the establishment, the amount payable to any member upon his ccasing to 
be an employee of the establishment by way of employer s and the employees 
contributions plus interest thercon taken together with the amount if any , 
payable under the Gratuity /Pension Rules be less than the amount that 
would be payable as employer s and employees contributions plus interests 
thereon , if he were a member of the provident fund under the Employees 
provident Fund Scheme, (hereinafter referred to as the statutory ſund ) the 
employer shall pay the difference to the member as compensation /special 
contribution . 

15. No amendment of the rules of the Fund excepting thos : indicted 
above shall be made without the previous approval of the Regional Com 
missioner. Where any amendment proposed in the said rules is likely to 
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affect the interests of the employees, the Regional Commissioner shall before 
giving his approval, give a reasonable opportunity to the employees to 
explain their point of view . 

16. The employer shall furnish to the Regional Commissioner every year 
the audited balance sheet of the Provident Fund . 

17. Exemption granted by this Notification may be withdrawn for breach 
of any of the aforesaid conditions or for any other sufficient cause which may 
be considered appropriate .

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AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per order No. G. O. Rt. 4242/ 
65/HLD dated 7-12-1965 . The only issue referred for adjudication is as 
follows: -- 

" Wages for the period of closure in respect of Sujir Ganesh Nayak 
and Co., Cashew Factory at Ayathil (1-1-1965 to 15-7-1965) ” , 

2.. The case set up by the Vadakkevila Kasuandi Thozhilali Council , 
Kilikolloor, Quilon , is as follows: 

The workers of S. G.N. Cashew Factory , Ayathil, are entitled to 
compensation for the loss they sustained in their wages for the period from 
1-1-1965 to 15-7-1965 when thc factory remained closed as a result of a 
lock out made by the Management. There was a pending dispute im . 
mediately before 1-1-1965 regarding the workload and wage rate for the 
workers attached to the roasting section . But the Management attempted 
to engage certain fresh workers in that section during the pendency of 
the dispute, which was resisted by the Union and the workers. As a result 
of the same the Management issued a notice dated 31-12-1964 declaring a 
lock out of the concerned factory on the pretext of non -availability of raw 
nuts . 

The plea of dearth of raw nuts was baseless and in a notice dated 
13-1-1965 issued by the Management they have admitted availability of 
raw nuts. But they wanted further time for re- opening the factory because 
of some renovation work of the store room and peeling shed . Although the 
Union demanded immediate re -opening by letters the Management refused 
to reply to the same, but carried on the protraction of reopening. 

The Manager.ent, contrary to their own intimations prolonged the 
commencing of the repairing works and at last by a notice dated 10-7-1965 
the Management informed the workers that the factory will recommence 
work with effect from 15-7-1965, as far as the roasting and shelling are con 
cerned and with effect from 22-7-1965 as far as pecling work is concerned . 
The action of the Management is quite unjustifiablo and it is quite clear 
that the workers concerned were wilfully kept out of employment for the 
period mentioned in the reference order with a vicw to con them to 
accept the increased workload in the roasting section . It is bornc out of 
victimisation and is a specific example of unfair labour practice. Therefore 
the concerned workers are entitled to get full wages for the period from 
1-1-1965 to 15-7-1965 . 

The Union has appended a schedule of the concerned workers also along 
with the claim statement. 

3. The Management has set up their case in their counter statement 
as follows: 

The Management have never closed their Ayathil Factory and there 
was no lock out of the factory at any time as claimed by the Union . Since 
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there is no closure, no wagei can be paid for that period. Any award of 
this court for wages for any alleged lock out will be without jurisdiction . 
Of course the notice dated 31-12-1964 is admitted by the Management. 
But by the notice , the Management did not declare a lock oul. It was 
only a nonavailability of work . But at this time the Management wanted 
to effect certain long pending repairs and also re-construction and re 
modelling of their peeling shed and store 100m . Due to respons beyond the 
control of the Management in grocuring cements etc ,, the Management 
could not complete the reconstruction work as expected and they coui 
start work in the factory only by about 15-7-1965. It is also worthy of 
mentioning that the repairing works in the rest room , cretche and canteen 
are even now progressing, The action of the Management is not borne 
out of victimisation . In fact the Management has spent huge sums of 
money by borrowing from Banks for effecting the repairs and it will be idle 
to contend that these huge amounts were spent to victimise the workers. 
Anyhow , the workers are not entitled to get any compensation or wages, 
since this factory is a seasonal factory . It is also customary in this trade to 
close the factory temporarily for effecting repairs and also for collecting 
raw nuts and for other trade reasons. 

The workload about which the Union has complained arise out of 
introduction of oil bath in roasting in place of roasting in drums. Both 
these systemsof roasting exist in the factory simultaneously. The workers 
are not entitled to any wages or any other relief for the period in question 
in the light of the aforementioned clarification and also on consideration 
of the fact that these workers were working elsewhere during the time. 

The Management concluded the statement with a prayer that their 
contentions may be upheld and an award passed accordingly . 

4. The Union filed a replication in which they have controverted 
all the allegations of theManagement as stated in their reply statement. 

5. The case came up for cvidence and the Union examined WW1 to 
WW3 and markcd Exts.WI to W5 and closed their evidence . The 
Management examined MWI to MW3 and marked Ests. MI to M8and 
also Exts. W6 to W9 and closed their cyidence. When the case cameup for 
hearing both the parties submitted that the matter was settled out of court 
and the General Secretary of the Union submitted a memo in which it was 
stated that the Union is not pressing the dispute and the case may be 
struck off from the filc . 


6. Since there is no subsisting dispute between the parties, I hereby 
dismiss this industrial dispute and an award is passed accordingly.

Shri A. Isaac was employed as Head Accountant in the Munnar Supply 
Association Ltd., from 1921 till June 24th 1964. He has thus put in 43 years 
of service . At the time of his retirement he was drawing Rs. 350 per month . 

The following amounts are due from the Management to the employee 
concerned :

Inspite of repeated demands and requests the Management refused to 
pay the above mentioned amounts. The employee, who has put in 43 

years 
of service , has a right to receive the retirement benefit as claimed . He is also 
entitled to get the full amount under the P. F. contributions . 

Since there is no provision for superannuation in the Company the 
employee has a right to continue in service till death or till he is incapacita 
ted to work . The termination of service by the order of the Managing 
Director on 24th April 1964 amounts to retrenchment and so he is entitled 
to get retrenchment compensation also under Sec. 25F of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. Shri Isaac is also entitled to bonus for the year 1963-64 at tho 
rate of two months consolidated pay which was given to all the other 
employees. Further, he is entitled to get the salary for the month of June 
1964, which was not paid to him by the Management. Over and above all 
these items Shri Isaac is entitled to get leave pay at the rate of 15 days wages 
for every year of service, which itself would come upto Rs. 7525. He is also 
entitled to the benefits due under the National and Festival Holidays Act, 
1959. None of these outstanding claims of the employec is paid . 
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The Union concluded the statement with a prayer that an award may 
be passed upholding their contentions. 

3. The Managing Director, Munnar Supply Association Ltd., Munnar, 
submitted the reply statement of the Management in which it was alleged 
as follows: 

Shri Isaac was the Head Accountant who was in charge of the accounts 
and cash . The last drawn remuneration by him was Rs. 230 basic salary , 
Rs. 84 dearness allowance and Rs. 15 servant allowance, totalling Rs. 329 . 
The employee is not entitled to any relief whatsoever from the Association and 
on the contrary the Association is entitled to recover from him amounts 
exceeding twenty nine thousand rupees. While in service he has misappro 
priated large sums of money in respect of which criminal proceedings are 
initiated against him by the Police and are pending before the First Class 
Magistrate s Court, Devicolam . There is also an eviction suit pending for 
cvicting him from the quarters allotted to him while he was service. The 
Association is also launching a civil proceedings against him for recovering 
the amounts misappropriated by him . There is no bonafides in this dispute 
raised by the Union . 

The services of Shri Isaac were not terminated by the Association as 
such . His services were terminated by his own resignation . During the 
course of fioalisation of accounts for the half year ending 29-2-1964 it was 
found out that the concerned employee was manipulating with the accounts 
and was misappropriating large funds of the Association . On furtier investi 
gation by a Chartered Accountant it was found that an amount of Rs 21,000 
was not accounted by him in the half year . The employee himself by his 
letter dated 17-6-1964 has admitted that he had committed irregularities on 
receipts given by him to the customers and on their counter -foils and has also 
therefore tendered his apologies and sought permission for resignation . The 
Association however agreed to accept his resignation provided he admitted 
that the Association may recover the amount from him , that he would 
vacate the quarters allotted to him and that he would not raise any dispute 
on this score. The employee thereafter admitted all these by his letter dated 
19-6-1964 and so his resignation was accepted by the Association by his letter 
dated 24th June 1964. In spite of all these the employee raised this dispute 
which is not an industrial dispute at all. The union is not competent to 
represent the workmen of the establishment since the Union has no member 
ship from theworkmen of the establishment. In the light of all these it is 
asserted that there is no industrial dispute and that this court is not compe 
tent to adjudicatc upon the same. 

The contentions of the Union that an amount is due from the Ma nage 
ment to the employee is entirely incorrect. In fact it is the employee who 
has to give large sum to the Management. Shri Isaac 18 also not cntitled to 
any amount towards provident fund from the Association as such , since the 
disbursements of such amounts are governed by the rules and the regulations 
of the provident fund trust; It is interesting to note that he has also authorised 
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the Association to appropriate the provident fund ducs towards the loss 
suffered by the Association . There is no gratuity scheme in force in the 
establishment of the Association and so he is not entitled to any relief by way 
of gratuity from the Association . 

Shri Isaac was not retrenched by the Association and so he is not entitled 
to any retrenchment compensation. As far as bonus is concerned Shri Isaac 
is not entitled to the same in view of the large amounts due from him from 
the Association . The claim for leave with wages etc., is also totally misconcei 
ved and has absolutely no basis whatsoever. There is no provision whatever 
for accumulation of leave or payment of compensation in lieu of non -avail 
ment of such leave. 

Shri Isaac is not entitled to any retirement benefit in view of what is 
stated already. The mere fact that there is no age of superannuation for the 
establishment of the Association does not mean that the employces could 
continue in service till death or incapacity . Anyhow , the termination of 
service of Shri Isaac was by his own resignation and therefore there is no 
question of compensation for termination under Sec . 25F of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

The Kerala Industrial Establishments (National and Festival Holidays ) 
Act , 1958 does not apply to the establishment of the Association as it is 
neither a factory nor an industrial establishment covered by the said Act. 
Yet he was in enjoyment of six paid national and festival holidays according 
to the service conditions applicable in the establishment. Therefore he is 
not entitled to claim any relief on account of festival holidays. 

The Management concluded their statement with a prayer that an 
award may be passed holding that Shri Isaac is not entitled to any of the 
reliefs claimed by the Union . 

4. The Union filed a replication in which they have repudiated all the 
allegations of the Management. 

5. The case came up for evidence and the Union requested for the exa 
mination of Shri Isaac on commission since he was ailing and bed ridden . 
A Commission was ordered for the said examination by this court. But the 
Union did not submit the necessary batta for the same and so the order was 
rescind. The case caine up for evidence of the Management. But on 
24-4-1968 the Secretary of the Union filed a petition to the effect that the 
dispute is not pressed in view of the agreement to settle the matter out of 
court between the Union and the Management. 

6. Since there is no subsisting dispute between the parties, I hereby 
dismiss this dispute and pass this award accordingly, 
Alleppey ,

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to the 
Industrial Tribunal, Kozhikode and since the Presiding Officer of the Indus 
trial Tribunal, Kozhikode, requested the Government to withdraw the pro 
ceedings from his file and transfer the same to this Tribunal, the Govern 
ment by their order G. O. RT. No. 1883/67/HLD dated 9-5-1967 , withdrew 
all proceedings in connection with the said dispute pending before the same, 
to this Tribunal for disposalwith the direction that the Industrial Tribunal, 
Alleppey, shall proceed from the stage at which the proceedings are trans. 
ferred , as per sub -section (1) of Sec. 33- B of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947. This court proceeded with the adjudication from the stage at which it 
was transferred to this court .

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2. The issue relerred for adjudication is as follows : 

“ The interim relief in wages to the non -journalists of the Express , 

Trichur." 
3. The case set up by the Union as stated in their clain statement is as 
follows : 

The Wage Board set up by the Central Government recommended for 
grant of interim relief to the non -journalist employees of Newspapers esta 
blishments. The Central Government by their resolution dated 9-4-1965 
accepted the recommendation and requested the employers to implement the 
recommendations. ( The Union has produced the Government resolution 
along with the resolution of the Wage Board appended to the statement). 
The office of the Newspaper and the Press are a single integrated establish 
ment under a single management with functional integrality and interdepend 

There are about 77 non -journalists working in the Express News 
paper establishment including the office and the press. The non -journalists 
employees consist of Accountants, Clerks, Compositors, Machinemen , 
Binders, Packers, Sepoys, Peons, Drivers, Watchmen , etc. , and all of them 
are members of this Union . All the non -journalists are paid an incremental 
time-scale wages. ( The Union has produced a list showing the names of the 
non -journalists employees, their designation , service and their salary in 1963, 
1964 and 1965 with annual increments appended to the statement as Appen 


ence . 


dix B ). 


The Express Newspaper is categorised as E class by the Wage Board 
and so the workmen shown in Annexure B are entitled to get the interim 
benefit as recommended under clause I (iv) of the Resolution of the Wage 
Board . They are also entitled to get the guaranteed minimum contained in 
clause (3 ) of the Resolution with effect from 1-5-1964. 

Since theManagement of the Express Newspaper did not implement 
the afore-mentioned recommendations this Union as well as the All India 
Newspaper Employees Federation , to which this Union is affiliated , inter 
fered , but the Management refused to accede. Even the interference of 
the authorities of the Labour Department could not effect any settlement and 
hence this adjudication . This adjudication is forced on the Union because 
of the unreasonable andi unjustifiable conduct of the Management. There is 
no justification for the Management for not implementing the interim 
recommendations. 

The Union concluded with a prayer_that an award may be passed 
(a ) directing the General Manager , The Express , Trichur, to implement 
the recommendations of the Wage Board as shown in Annexure " A " by 
giving the benefits mentioned therein to all the employees shown in Annex 
ure B ” with effect from 1-5-64, (b ) to pay the arrears of wages due to 
the employees on the implementation prayed for under (a ) above and (c) to. 
pay this Union the cost of the proceedings.

WB. 17 (13 )/64. The Central Wage Board set up by the Central 
Government by their Resolution No. WB. 17 (2 ) /63 dated the 25th 
February, 1964, has made recommendations, as shown in the appendix for 
grant of interim relief to the non -journalist employees of newspaper establish 
ments . 

2. The Wage Board has also given the following clarifications in regard to 
its recommendations: 

( 1) The classification of newspapers referred to in clause 1 of the 
recommendations of the Board regarding interim relief is based on the 
recommendations of the Working Journalists Wage Committee. 

(2 ) Reference to Rs. 50 in clause 3 of the said recommendations is to 
the consolidated wage including basic wage, dearness allowance and other 
allowances . 

(3 ) In the case of group, multiple and chain newspapers of different 
class in the same establishments the non - journalist employees should be given 
interim relief equal to the average of the quantum of the interim relief 
recommended for the different classes of newspapers in the said establish 
ments. 

( 4) Non -Journalist employees of the newspaper establishments would 
mean all those employees of such establishments who are not working 
journalists as defined under section 2 (f) of Working Journalists (Conditions 
of Service ) and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1955 . 

3. Government have decided to accept the recommendations of the Wage 
Board and to request the concerned employers to implement the sameas 
early as possible.

CENTRAL WAGE BOARD FOR NON -JOURNALIST EMPLOYEES 
The All India Newspaper Employees Federation and the Federation of 
Press Trust of India Employees Association have raised the demand for grant 
of,interim relief to the non -journalist employees of newspaper establishments . 
The demand was also raised by about a dozen associations of Non- Journalist 
Employees. The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour and 
Employmentmodified the terms of reference vide notification No. EB- 17 
(4 )/64 dated 7-10-1964 specifically mentioning consideration of the demand 
for grant of interim relief as one of the terms of reference . The detailed 
statement of claim of the employees, was forwarded to the Central Organi 
sations of Employers for comments. Information in an approved proforma 
regarding category of non - journalist employees and their wages, financial 
position of the newspaper establishment, reserves, borrowings, net, profit etc., 
was called for from various units classwise representing a fair cross section of 
the industry The matter was finally considered by Board in its meeting 
held in Bombay on the 12th December 1964. Taking into consideration the 
abnormal raise in the prices, and after cursorily examining the question of 
the capacity of the industry to pay the Board unanimously passed the 
following resolution : 

RESOLUTION 
On the question of interim relief the Board unanimously resolved ;that : 
1. The interim relief on the following basis should be granted to non 
journalist employees of newspaper establishments : 

(1) For A and B Class Newspapers a flat relief of Rs. 15 per month . 
(2) For C Class Newspapers a flat relief of Rs. 10 per month . 
(3 ) For D Class Newspapers a flat relief of Rs. 7.50 per month . 

(4 ) For E and F Class Newspapers flat relief of Rs. 5 per month . 
2. This interim relief should be payable to Non -Journalist employees with 
effect from 1st May, 1964. 

3. The above recommendations are subject to the condition that in no 
newspaper establishments a Non -Journalist Employee, after taking into 
account the interim relief recommended above should get less than Rs. 50 : 

4. This interim relief shall be payable to Journalist Employees drawings 
a salary upto Rs. 750 per month with marginal adjustments. 

5. If there be any agreement in force on the 1st May , 1964, between the 
Newspaper Establishments and their employees stipulating grant of interim 
relief, subject to adjustments after the recommendations of Wage Board are 
brought into force, those agreements shall stand , if the interim relief already 
granted is less than recommended above , the Non - Journalist Employees 
concerned shall get the difference of the two and if it is more than that 
recommended above, then they shall continue to get the interim relief 
already granted to them .

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4. The contentions of the Management as per their counter statement 
are summarised as follows: -- 

The allegation that the industrial dispute arose out of the refusal by 
the Management etc., is hereby denied and it is contended that there is 
no industrial dispute at all. 

The term " Non -journalist” has not been defined either by law or by 
accepted axioms. It is incorrect to say that there are 77 non -journalists 
working in the Express Newspaper establishment. The Press and the News 
papers are not a single integrated establishment under a single Mangement 
with functional integrity . Annexure " B ” showing the list of non -journalist 
staff is denied . Out of the 77 members mentioned in Annexure " B " 
Shri P. Achutha Menon has retired from service. Of the remaining 76 per 
sons only 11 persons are attached to the Express Newspaper establishment. 
The list of persons attached to the Express Newspaper establishment is 
appended along with the statement. The rest of the persons mentioned in 
Annexure " B " belongs to Sree Krishna Press. They can never be conferred 
with the status of non -journalists. It is only accidental that the Newspaper 
is printed in the Press where they work and this does not involve or create 
any inherent and recognizable relationship with the Newspaper establishment. 
The Express Newspaper Establishment is an independent concern with 
independent establishments. 

The Express Newspaper was started by Sri K. Krishnan as Editor, 
Printer and Publisher in the year 1944 whereas the Sree Krishna Press was 
:started in the year -1940 by name " K. Krishna Iyer Brothers" . Subsequently 
the firm " K. Krishna Iyer Brothers” was dissolved and the proprietory 
right was purchased in the nameof K. Krishnan in his individual capacity 
and not as Editor , Publisher and Printer of the Newspaper. The Express 
paper is being printed in the Sree Krishna Press . They also undertake all 
sorts of printing works, viz., job works and the printing of books, pamphlets 
and periodicals . The income derived from such work is credited to the 
personal income of the Proprietor. Thus the printing of the Express News 
paper in the Sree Krishna Press is only one among the various works under 
taken by the Sree Krishna Press. Hence the workers of Sree Krishna Press 
cannot be deemed to be workers attached to the Express Newspaper. The 
Sree Krishna Press is registered under the Factories Act and its employees 
are being paid salary etc., in the account of Sree Krishna Press. The said 
workers are deriving all labour benefits under the title and head of Sree 
Krishna Press . Therefore the workers of Sree Krishna Press are estopped 
from claiming any benefits under the pretext of non -journalists staff of 
express newspaper. The said sets of workers are governed by different rules 
of conduct and derive different types of benefits. Therefore, the workers 
of Sree Krishna Press cannot be treated as non - journalists staff of Express 
Newspaper 

The Resolution referred to in the statement ofthe Union has no legal 
force and there is no duty or obligation on the part of the Management to 
implernent the same. The Resolution of the Wage Board as contained in 
Annexure " A " to the statement of the Union is illegal and ultra vires of the 
powers of the CentralGovernment, since the Government has no statutory 
authority to pass such a Resolution in relation to non -journalists. The

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demand of the Union was not considered by the Management because the 
Management has not recognised he Union and also there was no obligation 
on the part of the Management to implement the resolutioned demand : 

TheManagement explained its position as per its detailed letter dated 
( 1-7-1965, in response to a letter of the Assistant Labour Officer calling for a 

conference. The copy of the said letter is appended as Annexure B. The 
Management asserts that there is no valid industrial dispute which merits an 
adjudication . 

The Management introduced a gradation of job and salary in June 1964 
as far as the employees of Sree Krishna Press were concerned and a list of the 
revised pay which was given retrospective operation from January 1964 iş 
appended as Annexure C ” along with the statement. A list of the salaried 
newspaper staff is appended as Annexure " D " . On analysing the two, viz ., 
Annexure C and D it can be seen that the employees of boih establishments 
are getting more bene its than that contained in the Resolution of the 
Government and so it is submitted that there is no existing . dispute between 
the Management and the Union . 

The Express Newspaper Establishment is running at a loss. The 
Management has finally concluded with an assertion that the Tribunal has 
no jurisdiction to adjudicate upon the alleged dispute and prayed that an 
award may be passed in their favour . 

All the annexares mentioned in the counter statement were subsequently 
marked as exhibits of the Management. 

5. The Union submitted a replication in which they have repudiated 
all the contentions of the Management as stated in their counter statement. 
In the replication it is asserted by the Union that the Wage Board is a tri 
partite body of high status and its recommendations have in fact a binding 
character in view of the decision of the Indian Labour Conſcience and the 
Standing Committee . The Industrial Tribunals and the Supreme Court 
itself have attached great importance to the recommendations of the Wage 
Boards. The replication was concluded with a reiteration of all the affirma 
tions stated in the claim statement of the Union . 

6. When the case came up for evidence the Union examined WW1 to 
WW3and marked Exts. W1 to W5 and closed their evidence. The Mange 
ment examincd MWI and marked Exts. Mito M27 and closed their 
evidence. The case was thereafter heard finally . 

7. WW1 is Shri O. V. Damodaran , who is a Compositor in the Express 
Press. The summary of his deposition is as follows: -- 

Chief . — I have 20 years of service in the press. The main job in the 
press is to print the Express newspaper. To make it convenient for the 
printing of the news paper a portion of the press is accommodated 
near the office of the newspaper . There is no difference as to press 
workers or newspaper office workers. The workers are not appointed 
specifically for the press or for the newspaper. 

All the works of the 
newspaper are done in Sree Krishna Press. Job works are not taken 
in the press. But at times after the work of the newspaper job 
works may be taken . The workers are not differentiated as newspaper workers 
or job works workers . The manuscripts of the newspaper are prepared by 
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the Editor as well as the General Manager . There is a Sub Editor for proof 
reading. There is no separate accounts for job works or for newspaper 
work . The non -journalist Wage Board recommendations are not imple 
mented in the concern . In all the other Newspaper establishments in 
Kerala the said recommendations are implemented . 

Cross.-- I am now working in Sree Krishna Press situated in Thiruvam 
pady and not in round west. But Thiruvampady Derasom is situated in 
West Round. I am working since four years continously in the Press 
adjacent to the newspaper office. The concern is having a rotary machine. 
It was purchased four years back. The newspaper Express is now printed in 
the Rotary Press. In the Sree Krishna Press, Weeklies like Dhonnckesary , 
Kalpana and magazine like Rasikan are printed . I do not know whether 
novels and college books etc., are printed there. There is no differe:nce 
between the attendance cards issued to the workers working in the Press and 
in the newspaper office . All the workers are getting the same rate of wages 
and same quantum of bonus. The Sree Krishna Press is the older concern . 
There is no dispute between the workmen and the Management except on 
the question of the implementation of the Wage Board recommendations. 
I am the Treasurer of the Union . Recently a grade was introduced and 
we are given a small enhancement in salary. ( Q ) This enhancement is 
more than the rates recommended by the Wage Board . Is it not ? (A ) No. 
It is lesser. 


Re: Before the purchase of the rotary press the Express newspaper was 
printed in the Sree Krishna Press situated in the Round . In both these 
units there are separate printing types. The enhanced salary was given 
during January 1664. The enhancement was given to all workers. The 
rotary press is now doing the prioting works of the paper only . There is an 
attendance register for the workers. The attendance cards are given to all 
the workers from the Sree Krishna Press . 

Cross with permission.— I have also a card and that card was also given 
from the Press and not from the Express office . 
8. WW2 is ShriGeorge . The summary of his deposition is as follows: 

Chief:-Iam working in Sree Krishna Press since 18 years. My present 
work is in the Composing Department. That is done in the establishment 
at Thiruvampady . Previously I was in the press situated in Round. Usually 
workers are sent from one unit to another. Clerk Mr. Krishnankutty Menon 
is now transferred from Thiruvampady to the Round . The landlord of the 
building where Sree Krishna Press is situated at Thiruvampady ,is the Thiru 
vampady Devaswom . The attendance card issued to me from the Thi uvam 
pady office is marked as Ext. Wi. The attendance card given from the 
establishment in the Round when I had worked there is marked as Ext. 12. 
The cards which are given to the workers who are working in both the units 
are marked as Ext. W3 series 1 to 31. When salary is received we put our 
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signature in a book which is common for all the workers. There are many 
workers who are transferred to and fro in the two units. The newspaper 
was printed at the Round . It was transferred to the Thiruvampady unit 
since four years. 

Cross. - I am a member of the Union . As per my knowledge the Union 
has given a strike notice to the Management when this dispute was alrcady 
referred to this court. The strike notice was given for enhancement of 
dearness allowance and bonus. Ext. Mi is the strike notice. ( Q ) Dearness 
allowance and basic salary are given on consolidated basis . Is it not ? (A ) 
No. There is no dearness allowance . The decision on Ext. M : was taken 
after the examination of WWI. Our present demand is for the salary , 
dearness allowance and bonus as recommended by the Wage Board. The 
bonus we get at present is two months wages. All the cards which are 
produced by me are cards issued from Sree Krishna Press. There is no 
separate card in the Express office. It is as per these cards we are getting 
salary , bonus and leave. I do not know whether cards are given to the 
Editor, News Editor, Sub Editor, Reporter, etc., of the express newspaper. 
They have no cards. They are putting their signature in the book . 

I am 
transferred from the Round to Thiruvampady since three months. There 
was no written order . Only experienced workers can work on the Rotary 
Press in the Express Office . in the Round, the Presses are Cylinder , 
Treddle etc. The Press at Thiruvampady was purchased from outside. 
The paper was printed in the Round unit before the- rotary press was 
purchased . Krishnankutty Menon was transferred to the Round two years 
back . In the unit at the Round , i. e., in the Sree Krishna Press magazines , 
weckiies, college magazines , college books and short stories are printed . 
Sree Krishna Press belonged originally to Krishna lyer and Brothers. Even if 
we are transferred from one unit to another the same cards are given to us. 

9. WW3 is Shri A. R. Varghese. The summary of his deposition is as 
follows: 

Chief.-- I am the Secretary of the Union . I am a clerical staff in the 
Express office. I am working at the Thiruvampady establishment. The staff 
are looking after the work of the Sree Krishna Press situated in the Round 
also . There are 11 staff in the office . All workers are transferred from the 
Round to Thiruvampady and vice -versa . When they are appointed it is not 
stated specifically to which unit they are appointed . There is only a common 
account. Attendance register, pay register etc., are common for both the 
units . Attendance card also is the same. These cards are distributed from 
the Thiruvampady press. People who are transferred from the Round unit 
to Thiruvampady unit are M /s. I, D. Jose, C. P. George, R. Kalyanakrishnan 
etc. The Union and the Management have entered into a settlement on 
October 1st 1966. The settlement is marked as Ext. W4. 

Cross. — Ext. W4 was entered into on the basis that the Working Jour 
nalists Act will not be applicable to us. There no other dispute 
now other than the instant case. The present dispute is based on 
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non -implementation of the Wage Board recommendations. My work is in 
the circulation section . I was in the circulation section of the press also . 
Circulation in the press is the publication of the paper. This work 
is of the Sree Krishna Press . Express newspaper is the establishment of 
the Sree Krishna Press. The Government has issued the sanction to print 
the Express newspaper to the Sree Krishna Press. Publication of books in 
the Sree Krishna Press is done by the Press itself. Sree Krishna Press is 
printing magazines and weeklies. These matters are also looked into by the 
clerical staff . When I entered into the service the express office was at 
Thiruvampady . Even now I am at Thiruvampady. As and when anybody 
asksme at which place I am working I usually say that I am working in the 
Express Press. Employees in the Sree Krishna Press are given cards whereas 
in the Express office they are having an attendance register . Sree Krishna 
Press is registered under the factories Act. I do not know whether the 
Express office is registered under the Factories Act. Shops and Establish 
ments Act is applicable to Sree Krishna Press. The Express newspaper is 
not printed at the Round Unit. There are separate salary registers for the 
press workers , clerical staff and the editorial staff . I have no card . 

In the re -examination a copy ofthe Express was marked as Ext. 15. 
The witness has also added that all the card holders were given cards froin 
the Thiruvampady unit. 

10. MWI. is Shri Balakrishnan , who is the General Manager , Expres 
Newspaper. The summary of his deposition is as follows: 

Chief I am the Manager of the Express Newspaper. The owner of 
the paper is Shri K. Krishnan . The owner of the press also is Shri 
K. Krishnan . The Express paper was started in 1914. The printing of the 
paper was begun in Sree Krishna Press. When the paper was printed in 
the Sree Krishna Press it was a partnership concern . The name of the 
concern was “ K.Krishna Iyer and Brothers " . The partners were the 
father and uncles of Express Krishnan . The Press was begun in the year 
1940. It was continued upto 1959 under the banner K.Krishna Iyer and 
Brothers. In 1959 the partnership was dissolved and thereafter the press 
was purchased by K. Krishnan . The deed is hypothecated to the Dhana 
lakshmi Bank for an overdraft. The Express Paper was started by Shri 
K.Krishnan as a private enterprise. The paper is even now printed in the 
Sree Krishna Press. Sree Krishna Press is situated in the Round West at 
Thiruvampady Pathayappura . In the Sree Krishna Press magazines, 
weeklies, text books, wallposters, etc., are printed . Job works are being done 
there . These works cannot come under the work of the Express newspaper. 
Sree Krishna Press is registered under the Factories Act for the workers of 
the Sree Krishna Press all the benefits as per the Factories Act are given . 
The payment to the workers and staff of the Sree Krishna Press and the 
employees of the Expiess are made separately. Those books are produceci 
before the court. The workers of the Srce Krislina Press are given carcis 
as per the factories Act. The Express workers are not given cards. Upto 
1960 the Express office was situated at Thiruvampady Pathayappura . 


Thereafter , it was removed to another office. This transfer was made with 
the view that two business may not be done at one place . The Rotary 
Press of the Sree Krishna Press is situated in the compound where the 
Express Office is situated . In the Rotary Press printing is done very quickly. 
The Newspaper is now printed in the Rotary Press . Now there is no scope 
in the Rotary Press to print magazines and weeklies. Wehave not recog 
nised the Non -journalist Staff Union . The members of this Union are not 
non - journalists. We have not implemented the recommendations of the 
Wage Board for the non -journalists. The decision of the Wage Board in 
connection with the interim relief to non-journalists is not applicable to us. 
There is no authoritative definition of a non -journalist." The Labour 
Department has intervened in this dispute. But we have intimated the 
Labour Department authorities about our position as per our letter , which 
is marked as Ext Ml. This letter is produced along with the statement 
as Annexure “ B ” . ( Q ) In Annexure B of the Union s statement, are the 
persons mentioned therein , connected with the Express Newspaper ? 
( A ) No. But eleven out of them are connected with the Express Newspaper. 
Their names are mentioned in Annexure ." A ” of the Management statement, 
which is marked as Est. M2. There is no other dispute between the Union 
and the Management other than the instant dispute. For the workers 
of the Sree Krishna Press a gradation of job and salary was introduced 
in the year 1964. This decision was given rest:ospective effect from 
January 1964. Annexure " C " is marked as Ext. M3. Those people who 
are related with the Express Newspaper were given an increment on June 
1964 with restrospective effect from January 1964. Annexure " p)” shows 
the same, which is marked as Ext. M4. As per this enhancement every 
worker was getting five to ten rupees increment. Express paper was 
running at a loss during the period of the resolution mentioned by the 
Union . The Wage Board has not taken into consideration the paying 
capacity etc., of this concern . The Wage Board has not given us any 
notice before taking that cecision . The profits of the press and the Express 
Paper are calculated separately. Papers are pritned in other presses. For 
example, Newspaper Navajeevan is printed in the District Co -operative 
Printers. Now it is printed in some other press at Kozhikode. Ext. M5 
is the Wages Register of the Sree Krishna Press. Ext. M6 is the acquittance 
roll for January 1964 of the Express paper employees. Dharmakesary is 
printed in the Sree Krishna Press. Ext. M7 is the bi-weekly Dharmakesary . 
dated 30-5-1966 . With regard to " Rassikan " magazines allmatters except 
the cover pages are printed in the Sree Krishna Press . Magazine “ Rassikan " 
for June 1966 is marked as Ext. M8. The weekly " Kalpana” is printed in 
the Sree Krishna Press. " Kalpana " for May 1966 is marked as Ext. M9. 
Bi-weekly " Miss Kerala ” is printed in the Sree Krishna Press. The “ Miss 
Kerala” of_15th August 1967 is produced and marked as Ext. M10 . The 
printing of Ext. M7 to MIO will not come under the purview of the work 
of the Express Paper. The income from these printing was received by the 
Sree Krishna Press. Ext. Mil is the news paper Navajeevan " dated 
11-8-1967 , printed at Prabhat Press, Kozhikode. Ext. Mi2 is th copy of 
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the Mathrubhoomi dated 11-8-1967, printed at the Mathrubhoomi Press, 
Ernakulam . Ext. M13 is the copy of Malayala Manorarna dated 9-3-1967 . 
Ext. M14 is Janayugam dated 9-8-1967. Ext. M15 is the copy of Kerala 
Kaumudhi dated 11-8-1967. 

Cross.-- I do not know whether workers in Ext. 113 are given appoint 
ment orders. There may be some appointment orders. Even before the 
Express office was transferred from the building where the Sree Krishna Press 
was conducted, Sree Krishna Press was registered under the Factories Act . 
Ext. M5 is the acquittance roll as per the factories Act. In the year 
1961-1962 also rolls like Ext. M5 were maintained . Doring 1961-1962 there 
were about 20-22 workers in the Sree Krishna Press . B - fole 1964 the names 
of workers in the Sree Krishna Press and the Express office were not written 
together in a book . WWI is working in the Sree Krishna Press. He has 
not worked in the Rotary Press of the Express Newspaper. C. P. George 
was working in the Sree Krishna Press . ( Q ) Who are all the workers who 
are working in the Rotary Press ? ( A ) Nobody is working in the Rotary 
Press . There are 6 or 7 workers who are worki in connection with the 
work of the Rotary Press. In the Factories Act Regulation the place where 
the Rotary Press is situated is shown as Sree Krishna Press NS. 2. These 
two places are not separately registered . The distance between these two 
places is about 3 } furlongs. The factories Inspector has periodically checked 
the registers and has affixed the seal. Ext.M5 is perused . but there are no 
such signatures there. In Ext. M6 also no such signatures are scen . We 
have not received the questionnaire of non - journalist Wage Board . Express 
Newspaper is a member of the Mode:n Language Newspapers Association . 
All the printing works of Express Newspaper is done in the SreeKrishna Press . 
The newsprint as per the quota received in the name of the Express News 
paper are utilised for other works also in the Press after the newspaper is 
printed . ( Q ) What is the charge for printing one day s Express Newspaper . 
( A ) The charge is not calculated . No separate register is maintained under 
the Shops and Establishments Act for the workers of the Express Newspaper. 
From the account of the overdraft,money is taken both for Express news 
paper as well as the press. There are separate employees for proof read 
ing The Sub -Editor is reading the proof. In the printing accounts of the 
press, there will be about 10 to 15 thousand rupees during last year. I 
cannot remember it exactly . (Q ) What is the annual printing charge of 
the Express Newspaper ? (A ) I cannot say without looking into the accounts . 
The establishment expenses of Sree Krishna Press including the material 
purchases for the year 1966-67 will come upto 16 thousand rupees . There is 
no separate profit and loss account for the Sree Krishna Press. As per the 
working accounts there is some profit during 1966-67 for the Press. It will be 
about 2 to 3 thousand rupees. The printing account of the Express News 
paper is not even included in the working account. There is no sepa ate 
profit and loss account for the Express Newspaper . There is no capital invest 
ment. There is no trading accounts. Thi re are no accounts in our posses 
sion to show that the Express Newspaper is running at a loss or not. There 
are no sales-tax registers. Wehave not given any returns. We send ir.com 
tax returns. Wehave given returns showing the profit and loss accounts of

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both the concerns. But no accounts are given showing the profits separately . 
The Wage Board recommendations have come into effect from 1964 . 

Sepa 
rate accounts like Ext. M5 and Ext. M6 were not started after the Wage 
Board recommendations. No agreement is arrived at with regard to this 

For the Press workers Minimum Wages Act is applicable. The regis 
ters as per the Kerala Minimum Wages Rules are maintained . Ext. M5 is 
one such register. Krishnankutty Mencn was working in the Expiess 
Newspaper office . He is now working in the Sree Krishna Press building . 
He receives the collections of the Press as well as the paper. To those 
employees who work in the Press as well as in the paper, salary is given from 
the same place. Ext. W4 is executed in the presence of the conciliation 
officer. The amenities as per Ext. W4 are granted to all workers mentioned 
in Exts. M5 and M6. The D. L. O. has not invited us for a conciliation 
conference in connection with this dispute . But we have sent a letter to the 
D. L. O. in connection with this dispute . The new scales were introduced 
during June 1964. Before that, yearly increments were given but there was 
no scale. The enhancementwas given with retrospective effect from January 
1964. Only one increment has been given 

revision in 1964. 
Re:-The Rotary Press belongs to Sree Krishna Press . Krishnankutty 
Menon is working in the Sree Krishna Press in order to collect the agency 
bills and advertisement bills of the Express newspaper. The place where the 
Sree Krishna Press is situated is in the West Round in the centre of the 
Town. Express office is situated in the Shornur Road about half a mile 
from the press. Krishnankutty Menon is not doing the collection work of 
Sree Krishna Press . But when these are no employees in Sree Krishna Press 
he does this work . There are separate accounts for the income and 
expenditure of the Express paper as well as the Sree Krishna Press. The 
agency bills of the Express newspaper are separate. For that, there is a 
separate bill book , which is marked as Ext. M16 series I and 2 . Ext. M17 is 
the printed specimen of Ext. M16 . Ext. M18 series 1 and 2 is the advertise 
ment bill book of Express newspaper. Specimen copy of Ext. M18 is 
Ext. M19 . The job works of Sree Krishna Press is marked as Ext. M20 . 
The specimen copy of Ext. M20 is marked as Ext. M21 . Ext. M22 is the bill 
book of the Process Studio of Sree Krishna Press . The specimen of Ext. M22 
is marked as Ext. M23. The acquittance register of the staff of Express office 
during 1962 is marked as Ext. M24 . Ext. M25 is the acquittance register of 
the Express for the year 1963. The Wage Register of Sree Krishna Press for 

year 1962 is marked as Ext. M26 . The Wage Register for the year 
1963 is marked as Ext. M27 . The amenities as per Ext. W4 were given 
without prejudice to the contentions in this dispute. " As per Ext. W4 an . 
adhoc increment of Rs. 10 was given . This is given from last July . For 
the period from 1963 to 1967 an amount of Rs. 30 to 35 was given as 
enhancement ofwages to each and every worker. 

Cross with permission : In the Process Studio ( Ext. M22) the work of 
Express Newspaper is done. But the Bill for such work is not seen in Ext . 
M22 . The printing charges of the Express"paper will not be seen in the 
accounts of the Sree Krishna Press. There is no trading account separately 
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for the Press as well as the paper. ( Q ) From 1964 to 1967 the employees as 
per Ext. M3 and M4 were given yearly increment to the tune of 30 to 35 
rupees. Is it right? (A ) It is not right. The yearly increment on the basis 
of the gradation may come upto Rs.17 to 20. The increment as per Ext.M + 
was given not on the basis of any agreement, but only on the basis of the 
present increase in the cost of living. To show the separate income and 
expenditure of the Express newspaper as well as the Press , separate account 
books are maintained in the office. The income of Sree Krishna Press for the 
year 1966-67 will be about 16 thousand rupees. The printing charges of the 
Express newspaper for one year will comeupto approximately 5 to 8 thousand 
rupees. I do not know the expenditure for the preparation ofblocks to be 
published in the papers per year. The printing charges of the Express 
newspaper cannot be seen as income of Sree Krishna Press or expenditure of 
Express newspaper from the accounts. 

Re : The printing charges of Express paper or the block making charges 
for the paper are not accounted by separate bills for avoiding duplication of 
work . The rate of increment of the employees is shown in Est. M3. As per 
this theminimum increment is Rs.1.25 and the maximum is Rs. 6 . 

11. The learned counsels of both the parties argued their cases succinctly 
and submitted elaborate argument notes. The learned counsel for the Union 
asserted that the industrial dispute arose out of the refusal of the 
Management to implement the interim recommendations of the wage Board 
constituted by the Government of India for " non - journalists" and accepled by 
Government as per Resolution No.W.B.17 (2)/63 dated 25-2-1964 . According 
to him the Management has accepted the position that " non -journalists" 
can only be those workers attached to a newspaper establishment whose 
purpose of appointment is furtherance ofjournalism and that the Union is 
prepared to accept this definition . Therefore the only question which arises 
on application of this definition will be what constitutes the Express News 
paper establishment. The learned counsel vehemently affirmed that the Sree 
Krishna Press is only a part of the Express Newspaper Establishment and it is 
run primarily for the purpose of running the paper and so the workinen of 
the press also will be " Non -Journalists. There are 77 Workmen who are 
employed by the Management and who claim to be the workmen of the 
newspaper establishment other than journalists and their names are shown as 
Annexure B of the Union s statement. The evidence adduced in this case 
would show that the Press is an integral part of the establishunent . 
According to the le urned counsel, the evidence of WW1 and W172 , the two 
workers, conclusively proves that there is no separate establishment as Sree 
Krishna Press. It is their case that they are employed generally in the Press 
which primarily prints the Express newspaper, that they have common 
employment card and that both the Presses i.c. , ordinary and rotary are 
used for printing the Express newspaper and allied works. The learned 
counsel pointed out that even MWI, who is none other than the General 
Minager of the Express , has admitted that the owner is one, that the two 
units are not separately registered , that there are no separate accounts kept , 
particularly that there are no accounts for the printing charges, for the 
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advertisenients received , block making, proof reading etc., that there is no 
separate income-tax returns, that the bank account is the same, that the 
capital is the same, that the balance-sheet and profit and loss accounts are 
the same and that there are no accounts even to show the profits derived 
from the paper and press separately. The learned counsel asserted that these 
facts taken as a whole satisfy the conditions laid down in the decision of the 
Supreme Court to find out the integrality of the establishment. The learned 
counsel has cited several rulings of the Supreme Court of which the following 
rulings reported in 1960 (1) LLJ 497 , 1961 (2 ) LLJ 380 and 1963 ( 2) LLJ 
459 are worth mentioning . 

12. The learned counsel for the Management met the above argument of 
the Union by asserting that the " Express and the " Sree Krishna Press ” 
are two independent entities. He has adumbrated twelve points to subs 
tantiate his case of which the following are worth mentioning : 

(1) Sree Krishna Press was started in the year 1940. But the Express 
was started in the year 1944 .. 

(2 ) Sree Krishna Press was started and run by a joint Hindu family 
firm called “ K. Krishna Iyer Brothers" . But the Express was started by 
Shri K. Krishna Iyer in his individual capacity although he was also a 
partner of the first concern . Thus it can be clearly seen that the Sree Krishna 
Press was started not with the intention of printing the Express. 

( 3) In 1959 the partnership firm was dissolved and the Press was taken 
over by Shri K.Krishna Iyer in his individual capacity . 

(4 ) Till 1959 “ Express" office was situated in the same building which 
took in the Press. But when the ownership became common , Express was 
shifted to a place half a mile away, which is a clear indicationof the inten 
tion to treat the Press and the paper separtely . 

(5 ) Sree Krishna Press is registered under the Factories Act and all the 
workers of the Press are issued cards under the Factories Act by the 
Press and not by the Express whereas the employees of the Express have no 
cards . 

(6 ) Wages to the workers of the Press and the employees of the Express 
are given as per different accounts. Exts . M26 , M27 and M5 are wages 
registers of the Press. Ext. M24 , M25 , and M6 are the acquittance rolls of the 
Express. This shows that wages are paid in separate accounts . Exts. M16 to 
M23 would also show that the receipts of See Krishna Press and the Express 
are accounted under different headings. 

(7 ) The Express is concerned only with the publication of the daily 
newspaper whereas Sree Krishna Press does job works of various types and 
alos print " Dharmakesary ” , “ Rasikan ” , “ Kalpana " , " Miss Kerala " , etc. 
The learned counsel has also met the points stressed by the learned counsel 
for the Union in the following way: 

( 1) In order to avert sheer duplication of work no separate bills are 
issued by the Press for Printing Express , since it is ridiculous for a Proprietor 
to pay by his right hand and receive the same by his left hand, 
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(2 ) There is no question of any separate profit and loss account for cach 
business conducted by the same person as Proprietor and so the balance 
sheet for the Express and Sree Krishna Press is drawn up by one profit 
and loss account . 

( 3) A branch of Sree Krishna Press is located in the compound where 
the Express office is situated because there was no space in the Press compound 
for installing the rotary press. 

13. On the basis of the afore-mentioned points the learned counsel 
argued that there is no functional integrality between the Press and the 
paper. He has also pointed out that the Express and Sree Krishna Press 
cannot be considered on a par with the " Mathrubhoomi" or " Menorama " 
which 

Painted and Published for and behalf of the 
Printing and Publishing Company, since the Express is rot printed 
and published for the Sree Krishna Press. The learned counselhas declared 
that the ruling reported in A. I. R. 1960 S. C. 1213 ( 1960 I LLJ 497 ) is 
really in favour of the case set up by the Management. 

14. Now , on a meticulous scrutiny and an anxious consideration of the 
evidence both oral and documentary and arguments of both the parties I am 
constrained to hold as follows: 

The Express newspaper office and the Sree Krishna Press are owned by 
the same person , viz ., Shri K. Krishna Iyer since 1959. Of course Sree 
Krishna Press was started as a partnership concern at the initial stages but 
admittedly the partnership was dissolved and Sree Krishna Iyer 
purchased the same in his individual capacity after he has started the Express 
newspaper under his proprietorship . It is the case of the Management that 
after purchase of the press by Srce Krishna Iyer , he nas removed the Express 
newspaper office from the building in which the press was situated to another 
place in order not to mix up the two concerns. But this suggestion cannot be 
accepted as gospel truth since the very same Management has admitted that 
the Rotary Press could not be accommodated in the Sree Krishna Press com 
pound since there was no convenience and so it was accommodated in the 
building where the Express newspaper office is situated . Therefore, it is 
abundantly clear that the Express newspaper office was shifted from Sree 
Krishna Press building in the year 1960 only for the sake of convenience. 
Even if the Press and the newspaper office are situated in separate buildings 
the following factors would show that these two are one and the same 
establishment: 

(1 ) The owner is the same. 
(2) The two units are not separately registered . 
( 3) The accounts are the same. 

(4) No charges are levied by the Press for printing the newspaper 
which is the bulk of the work inspite of the allegation of the Management 
that these are two separate establishments. 

(5 ) The incomc-tax returns are the same. 

(6 ) The bank account is the same. 
G. 1214 /B . 
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( 9) Above all the capital is the same. 
(8 ) The balance-sheet and profit and loss accounts are the same. 

( 9) There are no separate accounts even to show the profits derived from 
the paper and press separately . 

(10 ) MW1 the Manager of Express Newspaper office is apparently 
supervising and controlling and managing the Press also , since the Press has 
no separate Manager. 

15. The contention of theManagement that for avoiding duplication of 
work no separate bills are issued , that there is no question of separate profit 
and loss account for each business conducted by the same Proprietor since 
the status of the assessee being individual, that there is no question of paying 
by right hand and receiving it by left hand etc., appear to be baseless babble 
and cannot be given any credence . Thus on a consideration of the facts 
adumbrated above it is my considered opinion that any reasonable person can 
come to the only conclusion that the Express newspaper and the Sree Krishna 
Press are one and the same establishment and they have got functional 
integrality and inter -dependence. 

16. As to the question of law , Their Lordships of the Supreme Court in 
their famous ruling reported in 1960 ( 1) LLJ 497 (AIR 1960 SC 1213 ) have 
observed as follows: 

" The question when the two activities in which the single owner is 

engaged are one industrial unit or two distinct industrial units , 
is not always easy of solution . No hard -and-fast rule can be 
laid down for the decision of the question and each case has 
to be decided on its own peculiar facts. In some cases the two 
activities each of which by itself comes within the definition of 
industry are so closely linked together that no reasonable 
man would consider them as independent industries. There may 
be other cases where the connexion between the two activities 
is not by itself sufficient to justify an answer one way or the 
other, but the employer s own conduct in mixing up or not 
mixing up the capital , staff and managementmay often provide 

a certain answer. 
In the light of these observations my conclusion that the Sree Krishna 
Press and the Express newspaper units are of the same establishment and 
that they are interdependent is strengthened since they are so closely linked 
together and no reasonable man would consider them as independent indus 
tries. Further, the employeer s own conduct of mixing up the capital, the 
accounts, the staff and the Management also would point out the only 
conclusion that these two units are having the functional integrality and 
inter- dependence for considering them as one and the same establishment. 
As far as the question of mixing up of the staff is concerned , it has come 
in evidence that the members of the staff are transferred from one unit to 
the other usually. As far as the mixing up of the Management is concerned 
it can be gathered that MW1 theManager is looking after both the concerns 
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since there is no separate Manager for the press . As far as the mixing up 
of the capital is concerned it is an admitted fact that the capital is the 
same. Thus, taking all these circumstances into consideration I have no 
hesitation to come to the conclusion that Sree Krishna Press and the Express 
newspaper are one and the same establishment doing the main work of 
printing and publishing the Express newspaper . 

17. The next important question is whether the concerned employees 
should be considered as " Non -Journalists” as is contended by the Union . 
The learned counsel for the Mangement has asserted that there is no enact 
ment ofParliament defining the term " Non - journalists” . According to him 
" Non - journalists" may be those workers attached to a newspaper establish 
ment whose purpose of appointment is the furtherance of journalism . But 
he has immediately added that assuming without admitting that this is a 
reasonable definition for the sake of argument, it is found that all the workers 
involved in the dispute are not attached to the newspaper establishment. 
Here he draws a distinction between the Express unit and the Sree Krislina 
Press unit . According to him it is a mere accidental common ownership 
of the Press and the paper" and so it cannot be inferred that the press 
workers are " Non-journalists" . 

18. T he learned counsel for the Management has reiterated para 4 of the 
Wage Board Resolution which is as follows: 

"" Non -journalist employees of the newspaper establishments would 

mean all those employees of such establishments who are not 
working journalists as defined under Sec. 2 (f) of Working 

Journalists . 
He has laid special emphasis on the word such . According to him the 
word such positively points out that " Non - journalits ” should be fulfilling 
a character of the like kind as ofjournalis.s though by nature they fall slightly 
short of working journalists . Hehas imported themeanir.g of such from the 
Chambers Dictionary as of the like kind" . He his added that the press 
workers unless they , together with the newspaper unit form an integrated 
entity as in the case of Mathrubhoomi or Manorama, c :nnot by any stretch 
of imagination be treated as " Non -journalists " . 

19. The learned counsel for the Union rebutted this argument and 
affirmed that the word such in the definition is applicable only to the word 
establishment and not to the workers as wrongly put in by the learned 
counsel for the Mangement. The connection or nexus conteniplated by the 
definition is to the establishment as a whole and not newspaper work 
separately . 

20. I hold that there is much force in this argument. Further I have 
already found that the two units forin one and the same establishment. 
Therefore all the emplcyees of the two units other than the working 
journalists are only to be considered as " non - journalists " as per the 
contention of the Union . Although the dates of printing of East. M7 
to M 10 show that they were printed only after the reference of this 
dispute, it cannot be denied that some job works were done in the pres 
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even previous to the reference of this dispute . But it is an admitted 
fact that the main work is the printing of the Express newspaper. Perhaps 
newspaper establishments like Methrubhoomi or Manorama may not do 
job works scine they may have full work with regard to the papers 
alone as these are leading Malayalam dailies of the State. Therefore 
it is only just and reasonable on my part to come to the conclusion that 
the press workers cannot be considered 

as a separate set from the 
employees in the Express newspaper office and so all of them should be 
considered as Non - journalists, excluding the working journalists of 
the concern . 
21. Since I have come to the 

conclusion that Express newspaper 
office and the Sree Krishna Press are One and the same establishment 
and that the employees therein not including the working journalists are 
all non -journalists , the next point to be decided by me is whether the 
concerne:l employees are entitled to any interim relief in wages. The 
learned coursel for the Management has asserted that, but for the 
Resolution of the wage Board the present dispute would not have arisen 
because the workers made the claim particularly upon the strength of the 
Wage Board Resolution and so the esseace of the clispute is whether the 
Management is bound to implement the resolution 

or not. He has 
vehemently affirmed that there is no legal obligation on the part of the 
Management to enforce it. since the Wage Board has no authority to 
pass the Resolution . He has emphasised that the Central Wage Board 
is incompetent to recommend wage reliefs for " Non - journalists” . He has 
also pointed out that the Wage Board has no authority to define a 
particular class of workers since it is a function of the legislature . He 
has declared that the recommendations of the Wege Board have no 
statutory force and so the Management is not bound to implement them . 

22 . At this juncture the lcarned counsel for the Management has 
referred to the order passed by the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut dated 
ļ1—3—1966 dismissing the preliminary objection raised by the Management. 
The Management has raised a preliminary objection as to the maintaina 
bility of the reference on the ground that the claim ofthe Union made 
in its statement does not disclose an industrial dispute which alone this 
Tribunal can have power to adjudicate . By consent of parties this was 
heard as a preliminary issue and the learned Tribunal has held that 
there is an industrial dispute which merits investigation and so the 
preliminary objection was ove ruled . According to the learned counsel 
for the Management the contention of the Union that they rely upon 
the recommendations of the Wage Board , only as a strong piece of evidence 
in support of their claim for interiin relief is the fruits of an afterthought 
and they have not made out an " awardable clain " . The Union has 
neither amended their pleadings nor has adduced any evidence to sub 
stantiate their claim . Therefore, any relief can be granted only on the 
basis of the Wage Board recommendations. But the Management has 
no obligation to implement the recommend : utions of the Wage Board 
since they are merely recommendatory and the Management cannot be 
compelled to enforce it . 
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23. The learned counsel for the Union asserted that the claim is 
really a wage claim in the strict legal sense . But the justification of 
the claim is the Resolution of the wage Bord accepted by the 
Government . He has clarified that the wage Boards are constituted in 
pursuance of unanimous decision of the Indian Labour Conference in 
1957 and the purpose was to revolve a uniform wage structure in certain 
industries on a nationallevel. The Board itself was composed of eminent 
men and before giving its interim recommendation it has given an 
opportunity to all concerned parties to present their case. Thewage Board 
has considered the capacity of each strata of newspapers to pay the increase 
as is evidenced from the classification of various newspapers in different groups 
on the basis of circulation . The learned counsel for the Union has pointed 
out thatMW1has also admitted that all other newspapers in the region had 
implemented the recommendations. It was further pointed out that the 
Management has not cared to produce their balance sheet and profit and loss 
account to show that they have no capacity to pay to increase. He has 
admitted that there is no statutory obligation for the Management to pay tire 
recommended increase, but the employees can raise an i:dustrial dispute 
regarding the Management s refusal to implement the recomiendation and 
when such a dispute is raised , the recommendation of the Wage Board and 
the Government s resolution accepting it are the weightiest evidence in sup 
port of the claim . He has also asserted that the non- implementation of the 
recommendation can be the subjectmatter of an industrial dispute because 
the recommendation is one which betters the conditions of srvice of emplo . 
yees. Hehas pointed out that it is a rudimentary proposition that in order 
to enforce a statutory obligation against an employer no industrial dispute 
need be raised . The remedies can be traced in the statute itself. Here the 
dispute is raised for the very reason that the recommendation has no statu 
tory force. The dispute as referred should be tested in the light of the sub 
stance of the claim and not in the light of itsmeie form and hence there is 
no infirmity in the pleadings at all . 

24. I consider the above arguments of the learned counsel for the Union 
as more weighty and forceful than the arguments put forward by the learned 
counsel for the Management. 

25. It is an admitted fact that the Wage board is a tri-partite committee 
of eminentmen appointed by Government in pusuance of a unanimous 
recommendation of a national tri- partite body , which after conducting a 
detailed enquiry and taking all relevant matters into consideration has made 
a recommendation that the employees who are non - journalists should be 
given an interim increase in their wages. It is also an admitted fact that the 
recommendation of the Wage Board was accepted by the Government and 
all other newspaper owners implemented it. In the light of these facts, I 
hold that it is only just and reasonable on my part to come to the conclusion 
that the claim put up by the concerned workers who have already been 
adjudged by me as non - journalists , is only justifiable and so the non - imple 
mentation of the recommendation by the Management is utterly unjustifiable 
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26. The learned counsel for the Management has cited the ruling of the 
Supreine Court reported in A.I R. 1967 S. C. 428 in support of his case. 
In the said ruling Their Lordships of the Supreme Court were dealing with 
the Bank Award ( Sastry Award ) concerning the bank employees. This ruling 
does not appear to be apt to this occasion . 

27. The learned counsel for the Management stressed a further point 
that the workers concerned in this case are receiving better benefits than 
contemplated by theWage Board . The workers in the Sree Krishna Press 
and the 11 workers in the Express were granted a gradation of job and 
salary and an increment as per Ext. M3 and M4 respectively . This benefit, 
the workers started getting from 1964 June onwards and the quantum of the 
increased benefit is between Rs. 5 to 10. The recommendation of the Wage 
Board prescribes only a flat relief ofRs. 5 regarding this Management and 
that from May 1964 onwards. The only point of difference is that the 
workers are deriving benefits not as non -journalists. Further as per an 
agreement entered into between the Management and the workers in the 
year 1966 , which is marked as Ext. W4, the workers were given an adhoc 
increase of Rs. 10. In 1967 July also the workers were given an increase of 
Rs. 10. Thus, according to the learned counsel for the Management from 
1964 to 1967 the workers have derived an enhanced benefit of Rs. 30 to 35 . 
The learned counsel for the Management was stressing the question whether 
in such circumstances should the resolution of the award be enforced . 

28. The learned counsel for the Union asserted that the contention that 
the workers in the establishment were getting better benefits is irrelevant. 
He has added that whatever increment that has been given by the Manage 
ment as ailirmed by MW1 is only done in the normal course, whereas the 
recommendation of the Wage Board which is accepted by all other news 
papers admittedly, pertains to a special interim relief . This benefit is being 
enjoyed by all the employees similarly placed in the various newspaper 
concerns of the country. He has also pointed out that MWI has categori 
cally conceded in his evidence that the increase given in 1965 was the annual 
increment and so it cannot be considered as a set off to the relief granted by 
the recommendation of the Wage Board . Here also I hold that the argu 
ment of the learned counselof the Union hasmuch force in it . 
29. Now , in conclusion I hold as follows: 

(1) The units Sree Krishna Press and the Express newspaper ffice are 
the two units of one and the same establishment, vỊz , establishment of 
Express newspaper. 

(2 ) The workmen in the establishment other than the working journalists 
are non -journalists. 

(3 ) The concerned workmen (non -journalists) are entitled to the interim 
relief recommended by the Wage Board . constituted by the Government of 
India , especially when all other employees similarly placed in the various 
newspaper establishments are enjoying the same. 
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30. Therefore, I pass this award declaring that the workmen of the 
establishment listed in Annexure B of the Union s statercent.cre entitled to 
be paid the increase as per the increase shown in the resolution of the wage 
Board evidenced by Annexure " A " to the Union s statement with effect from 
1-5-1964. This award hall come into force on the expiry of thirty days 
from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette .

2. In Chapter VI, after Part IVB the following part shall be added , 

namely : 


" Part IV C ” -Special rules applicable to All India Tourist Vehicles. 

329. C - GRANT OF ALL INDIA TOURIST VEHICLE ENDORSEMENTS 

( 1) Endorsements on permits of Tourist Vehicles. (i) The State Transport 
Authority. may in accordance with and subject to the provisions of this rule , 
make an All India Tourist Endorsement on any permit in the State in 
relation to a Tourist Vehicle.

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Provided that at no timeshall the total number of, - 

(a ) Tourist motor cabs in respect of which such endorsements are in 
force exceed 50 ; and 

(b ) Tourist Omnibus in respect of which such endorsements are in 
force exceed 10 : 

Provided further that a quota from the number so fixed may be allotted 
by the State Transport Authority for the different regions in the State accord . 
ing to necessity from time to time. 

(ii) Any person who holds a contract carriage permit issued in the 
State in relation to a tourist motor vehicle may apply in Form TVA to the 
State Transport Authority for an All India Tourist Endorsement on that 
permit: 

Provided that in the case of an application for endorsement on the permit 
of a tourist omnibus, the vehicle shall be of the Luxury Coach type construct 
ed , equipped and maintained in the manner prescribed in rule 329D . 

( iii) An application under clause (ii) shall be accompanied by a 
treasury receipt of Rs. 100 in the case of an endorsement on the permit of a 
tourist motor cab and Rs. 209 in the case of an endorsement on te permit of 
a tourist Omnibus; and shall be made not less than 6 weeks before the date 
on which it is desired that the endorsement shall take effect or if the State 
Transport Authority appoints a date for the receipt of such application on 
such date . 

( iv ) On receipt of an application under clause ( ii), the State Transport 
Authority shall make the application available for inspection at the office of 
that Authority and shall publish the application or substance thereof in the 
manner prescribed under rule 176 together with a notice of the date before 
which representations in connection therewith may be submitted by , 

(a ) any person who holds a permit on which an endorsement has 
been made under this rule ; and 

(b ) any local or police authority in the State and the date, not being 
less than 30 days from such publication , on or afterwhich the application 
and any representations received will be considered : 

Provided that if the making of an endorsement in accordance with the 
application would have the effect of increasing the number of vehicles 
bearing such endorsements beyond the limits fixed in that behalf under the 
proviso to clause (i) or if the vehicle in respect of which the application is 
made does not satisfy the requirements of the proviso to clause ( ii ), in the 
case of a Tourist Omnibus, the State Transport Authority shall. summarily 
reject the application without following the procedure laid down in this rule . 

(v ) No representations in connection with an application referred to 
in clause ( iv ) shall be considered by the State Transport Authority unless a 
copy thereof is furnished simultaneously to the applicant by the person 
making such representation :

(vi) The State Transport Authority, shall having regard to the pro 
visions of clause (vii) and the representations, if any, made under clause (iv) 
in realtion to any application , consider the application and may either maka 
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the Endorsement or for reasons to be recorded in writing refuse to make the 
Endorsement. 

( vii) In making or refusing to make an Endo :sement the State Trans 
port Authority shall have regard , among other things, to the suitability of the 
vehicle for tourist purposes and the interests of the public generally . 

( viii) Where the State Transport Authority decides to grant an 
Endorsement, it shall assign to the endorsement a distinguishing mark coa 
sisting of the capital letter " T " and the serial number given to the endorse 
ment and may attach to the endorsement, in addition to the conditions 
specified in this rule and the conditions already attached to the Tourist 
Vehicle such other conditions as in its discretion may deem fit . 

(ix ) Any person aggrieved by the order of the State Transport 
Authority making or refusing to make an Endorsement under clause (vi) may 
prefer an appeal, in the form of a memorandum signed by the appellant, to 
the State Transport Appellate Tribunal within thirty days of the receípt of 
such order. The memorandum shall be accompanied by the original or a 
certificd copy of the order appealed against and a treasury receipt for one 
hundred rupees being the appeal fee per vehicle involved in the order 
appealed against. 

Provided that no one appcal shall relate to more than one party . 

Provided further that the decision of the State Transport Appeilate 
Tribunal on appeal under this clause shall be final. 

( 2) Validity of endorsement and cancellation of or suspension of endorsement.- 
(i) An endorsement made on a permit under sub - rule (1 ) shall cease to be 
valid on the expiry of the period for which that permit has been granted . 

( ii ) If the State Transport Authority has reason to believe that a 
vehicle on the permit relating to which an endorsement has been made by 
it under sub -rule ( 1) — 

(a ) has been , or is being, used in contravention of any of the conditions 
attached to that endorsement. 

(b ) is not constructed , equipped and maintained in the prescribed 
manner , that authority may, after giving the holder of the permit an opportu 
nity to be heard , either suspend the endorsement for such period as it may 
think fit or cancel the endorsement. 

(iii ) Any person aggrieved by the order of the State Transport 
Authority under clause (ii) above may prefer an appeal, in the form of a 
memorandum signed by the appellant, to the State Transport Appellate 
Tribunal within thirty days of the receipt of such order. The memorandum 
shall be accompanied by the original or a certified copy of the order appealed 
against and treasury receipt for one hundred rupees being the appealfee per 
vehicle involved in the order appealed against.

(4) Special rules as to painting and marking of tourist vchicles.- (i) The body of 
a Tourist Omnibus shall be painted in aluminium colour. 

(ii) The letter T and the serial number allotted by the authority 
making the endorsement on the permit relating to the vehicle shall be painted 
on the front fender of a tourist vehicle on the left side . The letter and 
numerals required to be painted under this sub-rule shall be painted on a 
white surface enclosed by a circle drawn in red and shall not be less than 
5 cm . in height and 1.25 cm . in width . 
(5 ) (i) It shall be the conditions of every endorsement that , 

(a ) that a trip sheet is maintained in the form prescribed for 

contract carriages under these rules for every trip performed by 

the vehicle ; 
(b ) that no contract of hiring other than an extension or a modi 

fication of a subsisting contract shall be entered into outside the 

State of Kerala ; 
(c) that the distinguishing mark assigned under clause (ii) of sub 

rule (4) shall be painted on the front fender on the left side of 

the vehicle in the manner specified in clause (ü ) of sub -rule (4 ) ; 
(d ) that the vehicle concerned shall not carry more than the number 

of persons ( excluding the driver and conductor, if any) specificd 

in the permit. 
(ii) It shall be the condition of every endorsement made in relation to 

a tourist Omnibus: 
(a ) that the body of the vehicle shall be painted in the manner 

prescribed in clause (i) of sub -rule (4 ); 
(b ) that the following amenities shall be provided in the Omnibus , 

namely : 

( 1) Radio Receiving Set. (2 ) Loudspeaker . 
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Provided that the radio receiving set shall not be put on or played when 
the vehicle is in motion . 

(6 ) Renewal fee. - The fees for renewal of an All India Tourist Endorsement 
shall be half the fees prescribed under clause (iii) of sub -rule ( 1) . 

(7 ) Fares. - The fares for an All India Tourist Vehicle shall be fixed from 
time to time by the State Transport Authority , in accordance with the 
directions of Government under section 43 of the Act. 

( 8) (i) A permit granted in relation to any Tourist Vehicle in any other 
State shall be valid in Kerala State without counter signature. 

Provided that there is in force in that other State a rule or rules con 
forming to or containing substantially the same provisions as in this rule . 

(ii ) If at any time the Government are satisfied that the Tourist Vehicles 
of Kerala State are not permitted to be used as such or permitted to be used 
as such only subject to unr :asonable conditions in any other State or chat 
conditions and equirements similar to those imposed under this rule are not 
imposed in a reasonable degree in the Endorsements granted in that other 
State , the Government may by notification in the official Gazette declare 
that the Endorsements issued in that other State shall not be effective in 
Kerala State.

(5 ) The driver s seat will be of size 40 cm . x 40 cm . and the driver s 

cabin shall be separated from the rest of the bus by a sound proof 

partition to avoid diversion to the driver s attention by the radio . 
(6 ) The urina ) shall be at the rear right end of the vehicle covering 

76 cms. square (bearing internal measurements) the left end 

being utilised as a drinking water stand and toilet.

According to Section 17 ( 1) and (2 ) of the Agricultural Income-tax Act , 
1950 as amended by the Agricultural Income Tax (amendment) Act, 1967 
(Act 18 of 1967) . assessees will have to file a return in the prescribed form 
verified in the prescribed manner, setting forth their total agricultural 
income during the previous year and the expenditure incurred by him out of 
that income. In the form of return under Rule 20 , now in use there is provi 
sion for noting details of expenses in Part V and Part VI. But the expenses 
contemplated are those relating to the earning of the agricultural income. 
The amendments effected by Act 18 of 1967, require the assessees to furnish 
details of all expenses met from the income received . These expenses would 
include personal and domestic expenses, educational expenses, expenses on 
investments and acquisitions, medical expenses, charities, donations etc., 
Government therefore consider that rules 19 and 20 of the Agricultural 
Income Tax Rules 1951 and the form of return under Rule 20 of the said 
rules should be amended so as to fall in conformity with Section 2 of the 
Agricnltural income-tax ( Amendment) Act, 1967.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Section 23 of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, enjoins that in determin 
ing the amount of compeasation for land to be acquired under the Act, the 
Court shall take into account the market value of land on the date of publi 
cation of notification under section 4 of the Act . When the intervening 
period between the date ofnotification and the date of acquisition is long, 
the owner is entitled to a compensation which is wholly insufficient to buy an 
equivalent area of land with similar advantages. Our aim should be to pay 
a fair and reasonable price for land to be acquired , and to pay a price much 
below the market price is undoubtedly unfair and unreasonable , The Law 
Commission has also recommended that as far as possible everyone who is 
deprived of his property by compulsory acquisition should be awarded a 
compensation so es to place him in substantially the same position in which 
he was before the acquisition . Hence the Bill.
